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The Catch — 


The Cleveland Indians, Gambling Big Time and a Golf Game

have very specific memories of certain 

lessons | learned in life as a boy. For example, 
when I was eight years old, | remember taking 
a shortcut by walking between the catcher 
and the backstop at a sandlot baseball game, 
in spite of the urgings of others not to do 
that. This took place on a sunny day on the 
playground of my grammar school. Watching 
the batter carefully, I did not notice the boy 
next up taking a practice swing. I saw stars and 
had a black eye for about a week. | remember 
that day vividly. 

Then there was the time | learned not to 
gamble, ever. It was about the Cleveland Indians 
and a World Series game. As | write this, 
Cleveland is playing in one, but has not won the 
World Series in more than half a century. 

The year was 1954, and the lesson | learned 
about gambling took place in the men’s locker 
room of the Montauk Golf Club’s clubhouse. 

I was 15 that year. My dad was a member 
of this club and was playing a round with his 
friends. If there was a shortage of caddies, 
the children of members could caddy for the 


members and their friends. We could make 


extra pocket money that way. So I was caddying 
for dad and one of his buddies. 


It was a hot day. We were all sweaty. When the 


game ended, I left the two bags | was carrying 
at the pro shop and caught up with my father’s 
foursome as they entered the men’s locker 
room, where we would all change into fresh 
clothing. I took a shower. And, as I was getting 
dressed, I witnessed two other members in that 
locker room get into a loud argument about a 
baseball game that was being broadcast on a 
portable radio there. It was the first game of 
that year’s World Series, between the Cleveland 
Indians and the New York Giants. And I have 
since looked this up. It was September 29. 

Both these men arguing were in their 40s. 
One a Giants fan, the other a Cleveland fan. I 
remember this argument vividly. 

This was in the early days of black-and-white 
television. Only a few people had sets, and they 
were pretty blurry. So everyone was used to 
listening to baseball games on the radio. (WINS 
on the AM dial came into Montauk, loud and 
clear.) And I was a big fan at 15. So that is what 
was on in that locker room. 

“The Giants are going to kill Cleveland,” one 
of the men said. (Cont'd on next page)

“Are you kidding me? Cleveland is the 
best team in baseball. They just won 111 games. 
It’s the most games won by any team, ever, in 
one season.” 

“The Giants will take them.” 

“You want to bet on this?” 

“And they are going to do it in four games.” 

“You're crazy. They haven’t got a chance. 
They’re already behind by 2 to 0 today.” 

“They’re going to win this game and the next 
three. They’re going to blow them out.” 

“You want to bet that the Giants will win the 
World Series in four games?” 

“Absolutely.” 

“lll bet you $500 about that.” 

“You're on.” 

“You're crazy. I have to give you odds.” 

“Give me any odds you want. They’re going 
to win in four games.” 

“Tll give you 10 to 1 odds. This is the fastest 
five hundred dollars I will ever pick up.” 

“Shake on it.” 

They shook hands. And that was that. My dad 
and I left the club, and as we walked to the car, 
] remember thinking this was a crazy bet. Five 
hundred dollars back then was a lot of money. 
(It was the equivalent of nearly $5,000 today.) I 
had just watched two men in full testosterone 
mode make an extraordinary bet. 

I would never have remembered where I was 
and what that day in the locker room looked 
like had-it not been for what happened over the 
next four days. The New York Giants swept the 
Cleveland Indians. At 10 to 1, one of those men 
had just lost the equivalent in today’s money 


of almost $50,000 on one of the most unlikely 
bets ever. 

I thought, I will never gamble. Ever. And | 
learned later, because there were quite a few 
men watching the bet in that locker room that 
day, that the loser paid. It was big news all over 
the club and all through town for the next week 
or so. 

This year the Cleveland Indians are facing the 
Chicago Cubs. Though Cleveland has not won 
a World Series since 1948, the Chicago Cubs 
have not won a World Series since 1908. And it 
made me think of that long-ago bet I witnessed 
in 1954. Cleveland had won in 1948 and were in 
it again, but then got blown out in four. 

I spent time yesterday Googling that World 
Series to learn some of the details of those four 
games. This is why I know the first game was 
played on September 29 at the Polo Grounds in 
New York, the home of the Giants back then. I 
also know it was a day game, because we were 
playing golf during that day. The box score 
shows that Cleveland scored two runs in the 
top of the first. The bet had to have been made 
between the bottom of the first and the bottom 
of the fourth after we left, because that’s when 
the Giants scored to tie it up. 

The rest of this game was also quite 
remarkable. It remained tied until the top of 
the eighth, when Cleveland threatened. With 
two men on base and two outs, the Cleveland 
batter hit a long fly ball to deep center field. The 
great Willie Mays raced back to try to get it, and 


the resulting catch is considered the greatest: 
moment he ever had in the field. Autographed: 


copies of the black- and-white photo of him 
making “The Catch” today can sell for $100 or 
more. He is running away from home plate as 
fast as he can. His. left arm is extended out in 
front of him with his mitt turned upwards to 
be able receive the ball, which is seen in this 
picture two feet above the mitt. Mays cannot 
see the ball or judge it’s arrival at this moment. 
But instinct tells him this is where it will come 
down. And it does. 

In the bottom of the tenth, the Giants came 
up and the first batter singled. The next batter 
was Willie Mays. They intentionally walked 
him. The next batter hits a double that drives 
in both runners and the Giants win. The next 
three games then become a relentless parade of 
Giants batters crushing the Cleveland Indians in 
a parade of relentless victories. 

Cleveland only made it to the World Series 
one time from that day to this fall. This year 
it’s the Cubs they face. And the Cubs won 103 
games in the regular season. Best record of the 
year. That’s the story. And that’s why I don’t 
gamble. Ever. 

A few further notes: In 1954, Willie Mays 
led the league by hitting .345 and was 
selected the Most Valuable Player in the 
National League. The Giants moved to San 
Francisco four years after winning the World 
Series. A 12-foot-high statue of Mays, hitting a 
home run, is in front of the main entrance of the 
Giants’ stadium in San Francisco. Incidentally, 
between 1947 and 1958, the New York Yankees 
went to the World Series eight times—1954 was 
not one of them. @@& 
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Slave or Servant? 


Part Il of a Series: The Story of Pyrrhus Concer

hat is known is that Pyrrhus Concer was 
born to a mother who was a slave in 
1814 in Southampton, and lived in that town 
for his whole life, except when he became a 
mate aboard a whaling ship out of Sag Harbor, 
traveling around to see the world. And we know 


for the last half of his life, he ran a water taxi—a - 


smal] sailboat—that crossed Lake Awagam from 
Monument Square to the beach at the south 
end, charging 10 cents a ride. He died at age 83. 

It is also known that as a five-year-old, he 
was sold by Captain Nathan Cooper of 
Southampton to Elias Pelletreau II (of the clock- 
making family) for $25. We also know that he 
got married to a Southampton girl, Rachael 
Williams. The two are buried together in the 
North End Cemetery here. 

Ground is breaking soon to_ rebuild 
Pyrrhus Concer’s modest home on the 
site where he lived on Pond Lane. Many of 
the original beams and flooring will be used. 
It will be open as a museum about Concer’s 
life and the slave era in which he lived. It’s 


probably the first of its kind on Long Island. 

Slavery was declared illegal in New York 
State in 1827. So at 13 years old, he was not 
a slave anymore, at least in theory. In fact, 
he remained indentured after that ruling for 
eight years at the Pelletreau family farm, at 
which time Elias Pelletreau declared him “free.” 
And then he continued to work there for Mr. 
Pelletreau for five years after that. 

Indeed, there is a fair argument that Concer 
was never a slave, even at the time. As the son 
of a slave, born after 1799 in the State of New 
York, he would officially have been labeled an 
“indentured servant.” But in his day-to-day life 
as a young lad, it would have been no different 
for him than if he had been a slave. 

It it’s fascinating to look into how “slave” and 
“indentured servant” got to refer to virtually 
the same thing for a generation. 

On January 1, 1799, New York State passed a 
law declaring that slavery in New York would 
gradually be phased out during the upcoming 
decades. At that time, New York City was 
a manufacturing and financial hub for the 
fledgling nation. Though slavery was rampant 


throughout the South on cotton and other farm 
plantations, it was looked down upon in the 
north—although many people in the north did 
have slaves. 

In the late 1790s, at a time when it was still 
unclear whether the 13 colonies would become 
a sturdy country with strong powerful national 
laws, every state was still powerful enough to 
pass its own laws about slavery. 

In New York beginning in 1793, a law to phase 
out slavery was brought up three times and 
tabled each time, mostly by the votes of Dutch 
legislators, who were the biggest slaveholding 
group here. John Jay, who became governor of 
New York in 1795, was damned in newspapers, 
saying he wanted to “rob every Dutchman of 
the property he possesses most dear to his 
heart, his slaves.” In 1799, the law phasing out 
slavery finally passed. Erastus Root, a state 
senator, wrote “(The Dutch) raved and swore 
by ‘dunder and Blixen’ that we were robbing 
them of their property. We told them that they 
had none and could hold none in human flesh, 
while yet alive, and we passed the law.” 

However, though pass (Cont’d on next page) 
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it they did, they had to add many amendments 
that would soften the blow to the slaveholders. 

Current slaves would remain slaves for life. 
The children born to slave women between 
July 4, 1799 and July 4, 1827 (Concer was born 
in 1814), were declared born free, PROVIDED 
(my caps) “(that) nevertheless such child shall 
be the servant of the legal proprietor of his or 
her mother, until such servant, if a male, shall 
arrive at the age of twenty eight years, and if a 
female at the age of twenty-five years...in the 
same manner as if such child had been bound 
to service by the Overseers of the Poor.” 

The Overseers of the Poor provided food and 
shelter to the poor. An allowance was given. But 
you worked free for the Overseers in exchange. 

In other words, slaveholders now charged 
room and board and the “former” slaves did 
the work to make it back. The only difference 
between slaves and these new slaves was that 
the ones born after 1799 knew they would 
someday be freed. 

In the early 1800s, after the transition law was 
initially passed, the length of time required for 
the young person’s indenture was gradually 
reduced. By the time Concer was born, the 
indenture was to age 18. 

Since I wrote about Pyrrhus Concer last week, 
I have come upon more information about his 
life. He went off on the whaling ship Manhattan 
out of Sag Harbor in 1843, eight years after being 
“freed” by Mr. Pelletreau. He was the pilot. The 
Captain was Mercator Cooper, the son of Nate 
Cooper, Concer’s original owner. Landing on 
one of the Bonin Islands to search for turtles for 


food, the whalers came across 11 Japanese men 
in rags who had been shipwrecked there three 
months before. The Japanese were originally 
afraid of the Americans and ran off into the 
woods, but the Americans followed and the 
Japanese, after receiving assurances from the 
Americans, allowed themselves to be rescued 
and brought back to Japan. The Manhattan was 
only allowed to anchor in Tokyo harbor. None 
aboard were allowed ashore. That was because 
foreigners were not permitted to come to Japan 
back then. The shipwrecked Japanese sailors, 
however, were sent ashore as “messengers to 
the Emperor” to explain their circumstances 
while Japanese soldiers remained aboard the 
Manhattan to see that the Americans did not 
disembark. The soldiers were fascinated with 
the color of Concer’s skin, Concer later said, 
and rubbed him to see if the color would come 
off. It didn’t. 

Upon returning to Southampton, Concer 
bought a barn on Pond Lane, built a fireplace 
inside for heat and cooking, built an outhouse 
out back and made it his home. In 1847, he 
married Rachael Williams and she bore him two 
sons, both of whom died before their parents 
did. Concer went off on a whaleboat again out 
of Sag Harbor, this time winding up in California 
for the gold rush in 1849, but after a time 
there he returned home to Southampton. He 
bought property here and became well-to-do 
in his later years. He went to court to defend 
his ownership of some property after it was 
challenged, and won. When he died, his estate 
was distributed to charitable organizations 


including the First Presbyterian Church of 
Southampton, of which he and Rachael were 
upstanding members. 

Here are some entries in the New York study 
done about slavery in that era. 

“When Judge Abraham Woodhull of 
Brookhaven registered the birth of David to his 
slave woman on August 8, 1805, he certified that 
he ‘shall Not abandon said Child but shall keep 
him as his property until he shall arrive to the 
age of 28 years.’ 

“Black children who _ fulfilled their 
service obligations in white households between 
1799 and 1848 show up in church records 
as well as in census enumerations. Due to 
high childhoold mortality rates, some of 
them never lived long enough to see freedom... 
In December 1834 a ‘colored child at 
Mr. Van Scoy’s’ died in the town of 
East Hampton.” 

“On April 5, 1831, the executor of the 
estate of Timothy Miller manumitted 
[freed] ‘a certain slave’ Jeremiah. Jeremiah 
had been born in Timothy Miller’s house 
to a slave woman on December 1, 1809, 
and therefore owed service until 1837 when 
he would reach the age of twenty-eight. 
Instead of selling the seven remaining years 
of his service, the executor chose to 
free him from all obligation early at age 
twenty-one.” 

That would have been four years after 
slavery was declared illegal in New York. 
Pyrrus Concer would have been 17 and still 
with Pelletreau. 
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Can the South Fork Become the Southwest Fork?

hen people come out to the Hamptons 
from New York City, they often say they 
are heading out east. It’s a natural thing to say. 
Then, at Riverhead, the island separates into 
two peninsulas and continues on to two ends. 
One we call the North Fork and the other the 

South Fork. 

_ However, as anybody who’s worth their salt 
knows, the island does not go exactly east to 
west. If it did, the sun would rise over the ocean 
in the east and set over the ocean in the west. In 
fact, the island heads out from the city not east 
but almost exactly northeast. So the sun does 
rise over the ocean. But for nearly all the year, 
it sets over the land. 

Because of this, [| have come to think 
we ought to call a spade a spade, and for 
the sake of accuracy consider changing the 
names of the two forks to Northwest Fork and 
Southeast Fork. 

As for coming out from the city, we should 
say we are going out northeast. And coming 
back in southwest. It is indeed true that the 
East End, er, the Northeast End, is in fact three 
to four degrees cooler than the city, all year 
around. And though that’s largely because the 
East End is hard by the sea, it’s also true that 
as you head north of wherever it was you were 
before, you enter a colder climate. There’s lots 


of good that comes from being a vacation spot 
that’s a bit to the north. Now you'd think of it 
every day. 

There’s a lot of complications that might 
come of acknowledging the truth of this place, 
though. For example, East Hampton would have 
to change its name to Northeast Hampton. And 
Westhampton Beach would have to change its 
name to Southwest Hampton. 

Another problem is what should be done with 
the community of Northwest, which is between 
East Hampton and Sag Harbor. It is called 
that because, if you think of the island on an 
exact bearing of east-west, which it is not, the 
community of Northwest is gotten to by driving 
northwest from the center of downtown East 
Hampton. In fact, you drive nearly dead north. 
That’s the truth. And you can’t just change its 
name to North. A place named North just cries 
out to have something after it. It just cries out 
to be called North Hampton. 

Another issue, which I don’t think anyone has 
thought about before, is the fact that the biggest 
town on the, er, South Fork, is Southampton, 
which is, in fact, right in the middle between 
East Hampton and Westhampton. It should, 
whether you consider the angle of Long Island 
or not, be called Middlehampton, because, let’s 
be honest, that would be right. 

Another serious issue would be what to do with 
Sunrise Highway. If we were to accept the old 


east-west bearing that we all now see is 
inaccurate, it would indeed be a highway that, 
driving east early in the morning, would be 
going right into the sunrise. You’d have to 
shade your eyes. 

Fact is, however, that because the island is 
tipped as we described, the sunrise is mostly 
well off to the southeast of this road. You really 
don’t have to shade your eyes, often. 

Perhaps worst of all is what would happen if 
a ship at sea, due east off Montauk, headed due 
west in keeping with this fiction that the island 
is east-west. If the ship were far enough out, a 
dead westerly bearing would take the ship into 
Long Island Sound and thence to a landing at 
Bridgeport, Connecticut. 

What a surprise that would be to the believer 
of an_ east-west-north-south Long Island. 
Fortunately, boat captains are not that foolish. 
The bearing is, in fact, nearly due northwest 
to get to the Montauk Lighthouse from way off 
Long Island. 

You know, psychologists say that if a person’s 
handwriting rises as it moves left to right, it 
shows confidence and optimism. If it declines, 
it’s an indication of gloomy and troubled. This 
might explain why Long Island gave birth to 
great scientific discoveries and uplifting works 
of art. Now we’ll think of that every time we 
drive out.

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Airport Chaos 


Court Strikes Down Enforcement of New EH Airport Rules

E ast Hampton Airport is back to having big 
and small airplanes and helicopters landing 
here 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. A ruling 
by the Second Circuit Court of Appeals declares 
that three ordinances that the town put into 
place a year ago in order to rein in noise and 
activity at the airport are illegal. The ordinance 
that included a curfew on all noisy high-decibel 
aircraft between 9 p.m. and 8 a.m. is no more. 
The ordinance that restricted noisy aircraft to 
just one trip a week is no more. The ordinance 
that requires a curfew on all aircraft traffic 
between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. is no more. 

Remaining in place is a phone number 
to call to file a noise complaint against 
these thundering arrivals and departures. It 
is 631-376-4817. Also in place are the fines 
to be inflicted upon any aircraft company 
that breaks rules other than the ones just 
thrown out. 

The throwing out of the noise and curfew 
ordinances revolves upon the appeals court 
decision that East Hampton Town, which owns 
the airport, must abide by federal rules that give 
the FAA decision-making authority in certain 
matters. This FAA authority, at the order of 
Congress, was established in 1990. The court 


says that East Hampton must abide by these 
rules, which are as tangled and complicated as 
one can imagine. According to the court, it-is 
to be up to the FAA, apparently, as to what the 
citizens of East Hampton are to put up with in 
the noise department. In other words, the fox is 
in the henhouse. Too bad. 

According to East Hampton Airport manager 
Avery Brudange, landing fees for small private 
planes at the airport are between $20 and $100 
depending upon weight. Helicopters, which 
are usually very noisy, get charged about $250, 
larger propeller planes and small jet planes 
have to pay around $350 to $400 a landing 
and big booming private jets for the rich and 
famous get to pay between $500 and $700. The 
airport is the site of about 30,000 landings and 
takeoffs a year, with half of those coming in and 
out during June, July and August. According to 
Brundage, the FAA does not decide on what the 
town charges for landing fees. Different airport 
owners charge different amounts. It’s what the 
traffic will bear, one supposes. 

If we cannot stop planes from coming and 
going and disturbing the peace, without the 
FAA approval, which is as likely to happen as 
a snowball in hell, then I think the answer is 
to change what we charge aircraft for landing 
here. I suggest surge pricing. 


It’s something new. The NYC Taxi and 
Limosine Commission doesn’t regulate Uber 
for doing it. Taxis, cars, planes, what’s the 
difference? The FAA also doesn’t regulate air 
charter fees. 

I suggest we keep the landing fees just as 
they are. Except when surging is 
necessary, such as, for example, in June, 
July and August, and also year around at 
night. The small planes are not the 
problem, of course. But the jabbering 
choppers and the thundering behemoths 
are. Particularly at night and during the 
summer. Who can __ sleep through 
this? Nobody. 

I suggest no increases on small planes, 2-times 
increases on helicopters and 10-times increases 
on the behemoths during the surge periods. 

The money could be used to pay the 
half-million dollars to the outside lawyers 
we hired to shepherd’ through the 
ordinances that just got struck down. And 
maybe the big jets could voluntarily do 
50 times. This is pocket change. Save 
the Airport. 

I do not recommend shutting the airport. It 
is one of the major economic engines for our 
community. But we must find a way to lower 
the noise of the engine. ga

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Riverhead VFW Offers Vets Support and Connection

eteran’s Day and the much anticipated 

Dan’s Best of the Best Celebration Party 
and Concert both fall on Friday, November 11 
this year, and to honor this fact Dan’s Papers is 
donating a portion of proceeds from this event 
at Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater to Riverhead’s 
Veterans of Foreign Wars (VFW) Van Rensselaer 
Skidmore Post No 2476. 

That post’s newly elected Commander—and, 
at 49, the youngest ever—Thomas Najdzian 
took some time to explain the role of the VFW, 
and what his particular post does to help local 
veterans and the community. A maintenance 
supervisor for the Long Island Rail Road in his 
civilian life, Najdzian’s military career spanned 
23 years before his retirement in 2009. He was 
on active duty in the US Army for four years in 
the 1980s and went on to serve in the National 
Guard, eventually deploying to Iraq in 2005. 
There, he was in a Direct Support Unit doing 
maintenance and roadside service for convoys 
between Kuwait and Baghdad. His unit also 
helped in the efforts to rebuild and equip the 
new Iraqi army. This service overseas allowed 
him membership in the VFW. 

“You had to have served overseas somewhere 
in a conflict,” he says, but adds that they’ve 
opened up the requirements to include anyone 
who served in a support role of a conflict 
overseas, even if their location was on, for 
example, an island outside the actual combat 
zone. Spouses and family members of VFW 


members can join the Auxiliary, which works 
with the membership. “They do pancake drives 
and all kinds of stuff, food drives. Christmas 
is coming, Thanksgiving is coming—they do 
all that stuff,” Najdzian says. “They hold their 
meeting on a different day than us.” 


“These guys, they got hurt, they got 
shot up, they patched them up and . 
they went right back into the battle. 
It’s absolutely amazing.” 


But all elements of the VFW have the same 
mission to help local organizations and people, 
especially veterans in need of financial, medical 
or any other type of assistance. “That’s how we 
branch out,” Najdzian says, noting that the VFW 
works directly with the community and its vets, 
while national organizations, such as Wounded 
Warrior Project, can be “CEO top heavy” and 
don’t help locals directly. 

Right now, Najdzian says the biggest challenge 
is bringing in young veterans from the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. “A lot of those guys are 
young and they’re doing a lot of family things 
still. They’re not going to come to the VFW 
post and do things with us. They’re’ going 
to go out to their kids’ football games and 
baseball games,” he continues. “The only time 
we really start seeing them is when they have 
problems—when they need to go to the VA 


or they’re having medical issues or financial 
issues...when they’re reaching out for help.” 

Still, the VFW welcomes all veterans with 
open arms. “We’re always looking for members, 
especially now. Three weeks ago we had a 
funeral for one of the World War Il guys and 
I’ve only got three left who are active in the 
post here,” Najdzian says. “To me those guys 
are the greatest generation. The stories they 
tell are absolutely amazing,” he says, noting 
that the WWII vet who died, Tony Witek, was in 
D-Day and the Battle of the Bulge. “He actually 
parachuted in and didn’t find anybody for three 
days,” Najdzian recalls. “He had some stories to 
tell. These guys, they got hurt, they got shot up, 
they patched them up and they went right back 
into the battle. It’s absolutely amazing. Now, 
you get shot, you go home.” 

Njdzian also acknowledges that coming home 
can be very difficult for soldiers. Few will talk 
about their experiences, even to family, so it’s 
vital to spend time with men and women who can 
relate. “It’s a different click when you talk to a 
fellow veteran because they were there,” 
Njdzian says, explaining another important role 
the VFW plays. “It’s just a different feeling and a 
different connection.” &

Dave Mason at Westhampton November 12

és n Saturday, November 12, Rock and Roll Hall 
of Famer, Dave Mason, will be performing at 
the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
(WHBPAC). Born in Worchester, England, Mason 
first came to prominence as the guitarist for the 
band Traffic. He later embarked on a solo career, 
which saw the hit “We Just Disagree.” He recorded 
with pop and rock artists such as Paul McCartney, 
George Harrison, The Rolling Stones, Eric Clapton 
and Michael Jackson. Mason talked with us from 
Northampton, Massachusetts about his musical 
influences, the state of the music industry and what 
kind of show he will be bringing to the East End. 


You originally planned to become a member of the 
Royal Air Force. How did your transition to music 
come about? 

Joining the Royal Air Force was my dream when | 
was younger, but once | started listening to Dorsey 
Brunette, Bill Haley, Eddie Cochran, Buddy Holly, 
Little Richard, Bo Diddley, that was it. 


In the ’60s, many British rock bands were based in 
London. Traffic, on the other hand, retreated to a 
secluded cottage in Berkshire. Did this influence 
the band? 

There were certainly less distractions. Jim 
[Capaldi] and I were already country boys and the 
bigger cities weren't really our thing. 


Is there a chance that Traffic will get 
back together? 

You're asking the wrong person. If I 
had a dollar for every time somebody 
asked me that, I’d never have to worry 
about anything again. But, you’d have 
to ask Steve Winwood that question. 


Your most recent solo album, Future’s 
Past, was released in 2014. Has your 
songwriting process changed through 
the years? 

I don’t really put out new material 
anymore. The internet has killed that 
part of our business. Making a new 
album, or CD is an exercise in futility 
these days. As for the songwriting 
process, I was never that prolific 
anyway. Years ago, when I was working 
on an album, and there was something 
I felt like writing, I would just write it. 
But, nowadays, I don’t feel the need 
to write just for the sake of writing. 
There’s no real outlet for it anymore. 


Do you listen to music the way you Dave Mason 
did at the beginning of your career? 

It depends on my mood. Sometimes I feel like 
classical or jazz. Other times its reggae. Sometimes 
I'll default back to rock n’ roll. Pll also listen to gospel 
here and there. 


Care to tell us a little about some of 
the may causes you support? 

I have a charity called Rock Our Vets. 
We don’t just look to raise money. We 
gladly accept anything that’l] help them. 
Clothing, computers, trucks, vans... 
whatever. I’m also on the board of Little 
Kids for Rock, which provides free 
musical instruments and music lessons 
to kids in public schools throughout the 
United States. When I went to school in 
England, music and art were just part of 
the curriculum. Unfortunately, it seems 
like the American school system has 
abandoned this. 


What can you tell us about the show 
that you’re bringing to the WHBPAC? 

I'm _ really looking forward to 
performing Alone Together in _ its 
entirety. I’ve played songs from the 
album through the years, but I’ve never 
gone out and done the whole thing. | 
will also be featuring the band that’ll be 
opening the show. There are some very 
talented people in there and I think the 
audience will be pleasantly surprised. Gt.

Local Brews Go to the Pumpkin and Beyond

T is the season! Fall doesn’t only mark the 
end of summer traffic, but also the arrival of 
everything pumpkin, from pumpkin chai lattes to 
pumpkin muffins and, of course, pumpkin beer! And 
while pumpkin beers might be getting their annual 
15 minutes (rightfully so), they’re not the only 
brews from the burgeoning East End craft breweries 
that deserve recognition this fall. Here are some 
favorites—both pumpkin and beyond the pumpkin. 

Southampton Publick House, the oldest brewery 
on Long Island, might have changed locations (from 
Bowden Square to Jobs Lane, in Southampton Village) 
but it still has a delicious menu and plenty of beers to 
choose from. In addition to its multi-award winning 
roster of year-round beers on tap, the Publick House 
will be serving another winning fall seasonal. The 
2000 World Beer Champion North Fork Fresh Hop 
is made with two types of locally grown hops and 
has a lightly citrus, smooth lingering finish. Also on 
tap is the Abbey Double, which starts off with notes 
of dark candied fruit, chocolate and licorice, yet 
finishes dry with a hint of spiciness and presence 
of banana and clove. You can also find bottles of 
Southampton’s Pumpkin Ale, which has a generous 
amount of pumpkin as well as traditional “pumpkin 
pie” spices to give this unusual brew a definite 
seasonal character. Save room for their Imperial 
Porter, the brewery’s authentic interpretation of 
what an Imperial Porter would have tasted like back 
in the 18th century. 


Outta My Vine Pumpkin Ale is now on tap at 
Crooked Ladder Brewing Company on West Main 
Street in Riverhead. Head brewer Stevie Czelatka 
says that, at 5.7% ABV, “this is a very sessionable, 
medium-bodied, lightly spiced pumpkin ale brewed 
with fresh ginger and cinnamon.” Also, Fresh Hop 
Black IPA was just released. According to Czelatka, 
this 6% ABV beer “has a strong malty backbone, a 
definite roasty fruity nose and a strong resin finish 
which comes from the fresh hops, sourced locally 
from LI Hops in Jamesport.” 

Long Ireland Beer Company, open seven days a 
week on Pulaski Street in Riverhead, is serving up 
fall favorites, with more than 10 beers on tap. Their 
5% ABV Pumpkin Ale is brewed using real pumpkin 
purée and is spiced with cinnamon, nutmeg and 
allspice for a complete autumnal flavor. The pale and 
crystal malts help to balance the flavor along with 
German Tettnang hops. Stop by for a cold one on 
Saturday and stay for a brewery tour. 

Greenport Harbor Brewing Company’s 
Leaf Pile Ale is now available! It’s like a 5.2% ABV 
slice of pumpkin pie in a glass. This seasonal 
brew combines pumpkin with fresh whole ginger, 
cinnamon, allspice, vanilla bean and nutmeg to 
give this copper-hued ale its distinct character. 
And when it gets too cold outside, warm up with 
Greenport’s Anti-Freeze Ale, amalt forward, full bodied, 
deep red English olde ale style beer, with just 
enough hop balance. It’s brewed a bit strong 
(6.9% ABV) for sustenance and warmth on those cold 
winter nights.

It’s Oktoberfest somewhere! 


Shelter Island Craft Brewery has four fall beers on 
tap at their North Ferry Road tasting room this fall. Try 
the Forbidden Fruit: Apple Ale, the Castagna: Chestnut 
Porter, Twin Forks Harvest Ale or the Aunt Belma. Give 
their pairing menu a once over while your slurping 
these down. 

Montauk Brewing Company, established in 2012, 
has a number of fall seasonals to choose from at 
the South Erie Avenue taproom. In addition to 
some staples, Montauk will be serving up their 
6.1% ABV Pumptauk Pumpkin Ale spiced with 
cinnamon, nutmeg, clove and ginger; the 6.4% 
ABV Wave Chaser American IPA; and brand new 
Raspberry Session Ale. Also, Hop Blonde Ale will be 
available in cans again, while Arrowhead Red Ale, 
with its slight fruitiness and hints of roasted barley, 
will be available in December. 4

Savoring Sushi and Sake in Sonthanpegn

ach Erdem is a busy man. He’s the impresario 

behind Southampton hot spots 75 Main, 
Kozu Hamptons, Summer House, Hotel ZE and AM 
Southampton. If you think he slows down in the “off” 
season, you would be very “off.” Erdem is re-opening 
Summer House this weekend for locals and savvy 
visitors to enjoy some DJ-assisted fun. (Expect a 
Latin and Top 40 vibe on Fridays and R&B and 
hip hop on Saturdays.) The club is attached to his 
sushi place Kozu Hamptons and the upstairs of this 
historic complex houses the cushy, air-conditioned 
suites of Hotel ZE. Of course 75 Main, just down the 
street, continues to thrum at lunch and dinnertime. 

My friend Emily and I took in a dinner at Kozu 
Hamptons last week and chatted with Erdem. He 
had recently played host to a wedding brunch for 
250 that he said worked out very well, spreading 
over the different areas inside and out on 
the property. 

Erdem led us on a tour of Hotel ZE’s_ nine 
guest rooms. He miraculously created the hotel 
over this. past May and June for a July opening. 
Erdem designed the interiors himself, bringing in 
many of the components from California. Each 
room has one predominate color detail and every 
room sparkles and invites. The ceiling beams are 
exposed, the floorboards are wide—chic meets Old 
Southampton. In its first season, Hotel ZE accepted 
some overflow bookings from Bridgehampton’s 


Topping Rose House, but the 
2017 reservations are already 
flowing in. 

Of course Erdem also completely 
overhauled Kozu’s kitchen “to 
Japanese.” He said, “I learned a lot 
about Japanese food,” noting that 
most of the cooking is done on one 
24” by 24” grill now. Seated in the 
high-ceilinged dining room, Erdem 
looked every bit the fit patrician 
in sweater and scarf. He told us 
he is planning to add a pool next 
year and advised that we order 
“the chocolate cake, my favorite.” 
There’s a chance this Turkish mogul 
is never wrong. Our sampling of the 
Kozu Chocolate Lava Cake supports 
this notion. However, our server 
made what proved to be the best 
suggestions of the night—unfiltered 
saké and the crispy rice! 

We quite enjoyed ourselves as groovy tunes 
played from above. Emily started with a glass of 
Malbec. Then we both indulged in the aforementioned 
saké. We agreed that something this good should 
never be filtered. We asked for the Shisito peppers 
as an appetizer and were informed they are out 
of season. Very true. So we shared the Edamame, 
seasoned with Szechuan pepper, garlic and sea salt. 

We had to try the Smoked Pork Belly Buns. The

PUMPKIN SEED TUILES 
Tuiles aux Graines de Courge 
Quick | Makes approximately 14 cookies 


One of the easiest and fastest cookies to make, 
tuiles are traditionally served in France with ice 
cream or sorbet. They take just minutes to make 
once you let the batter rest for half an hour. They are 
crispest the day you make them but are also great 
right out of the freezer. 

Special Equipment: food 
processor; rolling pin 


2 baking sheets; 


7 heaping tablespoons salted pumpkin seeds, 
divided 

V3 cup granulated sugar 

1 teaspoon finely grated orange zest 

3 tablespoons salted butter, room temperature 

1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 

2 large egg whites, room temperature 

3 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 


Preheat oven to 350° F. Place the oven rack in 
the middle of the oven. Lightly butter and flour the 
baking sheets. 

Place 2 tablespoons pumpkin seeds in the food 
processor with the sugar and orange zest and 
process until the pumpkin seeds are finely ground. 

Add the butter and process for 1 minute. Scrape

down the sides of the processor bowl. Add the 
vanilla and egg whites and process for about 
1 minute. Sprinkle in the flour and corn starch 
and pulse just until combined, no longer. Scoop 
into a bowl and let the batter rest for 


30 minutes. 
Meanwhile, clean and dry the food processor

bowl,: then process the remaining pumpkin 
seeds until they form small chunks. 
Set aside. 


To bake the cookies, drop level tablespoons of 
the batter onto 1 baking sheet, spacing them at least 
3 inches apart. 

With the back of the spoon or a wet finger, gently 
spread out into thin circles. 

Lightly sprinkle the circles with the 
reserved pumpkin seeds, placeintheoven, and bakefor 
6-10 minutes, until the edges turn light brown. 
Take out of the oven but keep the oven on. 

Work quickly as the cookies will rapidly 
harden. Use a spatula or palette knife to 
transfer the cookies from the baking sheet and 
drape them over the rolling pin before they 
become too hard. You want them to take on a 
U shape. I often just use my hands to hold them 
for a few seconds until they harden in to shape, 
or roll them into cigar shapes. 

When they are thoroughly cool and hardened, 
remove from the rolling pin. 

Repeat the process with the second baking 
sheet as it is not -hot from the oven. Keep 
rotating baking sheets and baking cookies until 
the dough is finished. 


Tip 

Form the cookies into cups to hold ice cream or 
fresh fruit and whipped cream by fitting them 
into muffin tins while still warm. Also, you can 
shape them into fortune cookies with individualized 
fortunes inside.

When Talking Real Estate, What’s in a Name? 


BY ANDREW M. LIEB, ESQ. 


uyer’s Agent. Seller’s Agent. Direct Deal. Such 

terms may sound familiar, but do you really 
know what they mean? That knowledge is essential 
for all sides in real estate dealings, particularly in 
understanding commissions. 

ABuyer’s Agent refers to the issue of representation, 
not commissions, and there’s a distinction between 
the triggers for earning a commission and providing 
representation within the real estate brokerage 
industry. In fact, commission and representation are 
independent variables in real estate brokerage. While 
it’s true that a broker can both represent a party and 
earn a commission from such party’s involvement 
in a given deal, a broker can also not represent a 
party and nonetheless earn a commission from such 
party’s involvement in a deal. 

When it comes to earning a commission, there are 
only two types of brokers in the State of New York: 
the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent (aka the 
Procuring Agent). What’s the difference? 

The Listing Agent receives commission based 
upon such agent obtaining authority from the seller/ 
landlord to offer the property to the public, and 
such commission is earned when such property is 
sold/rented (Technically such commission is earned 
before the transaction’s closing at the point when The 
Listing Agent procures [directly or through another 
broker] a buyer/tenant who joins the seller/landlord 
on a meeting of the minds on substantially all of the 
essential terms of a transaction, unless the trigger is 


modified by the parties in a brokerage agreement.). 
The Selling Agent receives commission based upon 
finding a buyer/tenant for the listed property and 
such commission is earned when such property 
is sold/rented (Technically, such commission is 
earned before the transaction’s closing at the point 
when the Selling Agent procures a buyer/tenant 
who joins the seller/landlord on a meeting of the 
minds on substantially all of the essential terms of 
a transaction, unless the trigger is modified by the 
parties in a brokerage agreement.). 

However, nothing about a broker serving 
as the Listing Agent or the Selling Agent 
indicates if such broker is representing the 
interests of the seller/landlord, the buyer/tenant, or 
both sides of the transaction. In fact, the 
Department of State explains, on its website, that 
“the commission or compensation of a real estate 
broker is not regulated by statute or regulation.” 
On the other hand, representation is regulated by 
statute and regulation (Real Property Law §443 and 
19 NYCRR 175.7). 

Specifically, the statute sets forth seven agency 
terms of art that detail the types of representation 
that ‘are available by Real Estate Brokers in a real 
estate transaction. Representation is generally 
determined at the Real Estate Brokerage Firm level, 
not the individual Real Estate Salesperson level, as 
the Agency Disclosure Form states “a licensed real 
estate broker acting in the interest of,” not a licensed 
Real Estate Salesperson acting in the interest of. 
Okay, the seven terms are: (Continued on next page)

(1) Seller’s Agent; (2) Landlords’ Agent; (3) Buyer’s 
Agent; (4) Tenant’s Agent; (5) Broker’s Agent; 
(6) Dual Agent; and (7) Dual Agent with Designated 
Sales Agent. The first four of these are defined in 
plain English as follows: 

e Seller's Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the seller’s interests while 
directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such seller. 

e Landlord’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the landlord’s interests while 
directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such landlord. 


e Buyer’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 


negotiating on behalf of the buyer’s interests while 
directly reporting back to and being accountable to 
such buyer. 

e Tenant’s Agent: 100% looking out for and 
negotiating on behalf of the tenant’s interests while

To understand the last three agency terms of 
art, three additional foundational terms of art 
are first required to be defined: (1) Direct Deal; 
(2) In-House Deal; and (8) Co-Brokered Deal. Again, 
in plain English: 


e Direct Deal: An individual Real Estate Salesperson 
is both the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent on the 
same transaction. Such agent is also possibly called a 
Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker as Real Estate 
Brokerage Firms are composed of agents that either 
hold a license as an Associate Real Estate Broker or 
Real Estate Salesperson. 

e In-House Deal: Two Real Estate Salespersons 
at the same Real Estate Brokerage firm are 
collaborating on a deal where one agent is serving

as the Listing Agent and the other is serving as the 
Selling Agent on the same transaction. 

e Co-Brokered Deal: Two Real Estate Brokerage 
firms are collaborating on a deal where a firm (by 
and through a Real Estate Salesperson whose license 
is associated with such firm) is serving as the Listing 
Agent and the other firm (by and through a Real 
Estate Salesperson whose license is associated with 
such firm) is serving as the Selling Agent. 

Now that these three foundational terms of art 
have been defined, the last three agency terms of art 
are defined as follows: 

e Broker’s Agent: A Selling Agent on a co-brokered 
deal who indirectly negotiates on behalf of the seller/ 
landlord, but reports back to and is accountable to 
The Listing Agent, not the seller/landlord. The reason 
that such agent cannot be a Seller’s Agent/Landlord’s 
Agent is because a regulation, 19 NYCRR 175.8, 
prevents the Selling Agent on a co-brokered deal 
from directly negotiating with the seller/landlord. 
As a result, the regulation prevents the Selling Agent 
from effectuating four of six of a Seller’s Agent’s/ 
Landlord’s Agent’s requisite fiduciary duties, to wit: 
(1) Confidentiality; (2) Obedience; (3) Accountability; 
and (4) Full Disclosure. Each of those four fiduciary ~ 
duties requires direct contact between agent and 
principal in order to effectuate. 

e Dual Agent: A Direct Deal where the 
seller/landlord and buyer/tenant both knowingly 
waive a conflict of interest permitting the 
Real Estate Salesperson to have compromised 
loyalties in neither negotiating on behalf of either 
party to the transaction. 

e Dual Agent with Designated Sales Agent: An 
In-House Deal where the seller/landlord and buyer/ 
tenant both knowingly waive a conflict of interest 
permitting the Real Estate Brokerage Firm to have 
compromised loyalties and negotiate against itself, 
where an individual Real Estate Salesperson at such 
Real Estate Brokerage Firm will be selected by the 
seller/landlord and a different individual Real Estate 
Salesperson will be selected by the buyer/tenant to 
each serve, respectively, as the Listing Agent and 
the Selling Agent while negotiating 100% on behalf 
of the transacting party who selected such Real 
Estate Salesperson. 

With knowledge of all these terms of art, what’s 
lost on the average consumer is that most real estate 
listing agreements that provide for a discount do so 
based on the dispositive factor of whether there’s a 
Direct Deal, because the same Real Estate Salesperson 
is then getting both sides of the commission and is 
therefore willing to give a discount. To illustrate, 
some listings call for a 6% commission to be split 
between the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent, but 
only call for a 4.5% commission if the Listing Agent is 
also the Selling Agent, under a Direct Deal. 

So; buyers/tenants should not avoid Buyer’s 
Agents/Tenant’s Agents to avoid paying 


‘commissions. Instead, buyers/tenants who are 


seeking to save commission should seek out to deal 
directly with the Listing Agent on a Direct Deal. This 
benefits the buyer/tenant because when the seller/ 
landlord is paying less commission to the Listing 
Agent, the seller/landlord can charge less money for 
the house while nonetheless. netting the same sum 
in the deal. 

Buyers/tenants seeking to save commission can 
either engage with a Real Estate Salesperson on 
a Direct Deal as an unrepresented buyer/tenant 
working with a Seller’s Agent / Landlord’s Agent 
or, alternatively, if both’ the seller/landlord 
and buyer/tenant waive the conflict of interest, 
the agent can act as a Dual Agent and represent 
all parties to the transaction in more of a 
mediator role with compromised fiduciary duties to 
both sides.
